ASHINGTON, March 17.—The 

various states and counties of 
the nation will expend at least 
$250,000,000 more in their road- 
building programs this year than 
they spent in 1929, it was estimat- 
ed today by the United States Bu- 
reau of Public Roads on the basis 
of reports received from state 
highways departments. 

These reports reveal that the 
| states will spend $1,601,167,455 this 
| year, representing a tremendous in- 
crease over that of last year. 

The planned expenditure by state 
| highways departments for construc- 

tion and maintenance of state high- 
| ways is $937,500,455. The balance of 
| $663,677,000 will be spent on local 
| roads and bridges. 

State highway officials of forty- 
| five states estimate the total length 

of roads to be improved by them in 
1930 as 32,532 miles, an increase of

In fact, the thir- 
teenth state to report, North Da- 
kota, showed a decline from a year 
ago. 

The first twelve states to report 
total registrations but not segre- 
gated as to individual makes, were 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Idaho, 
Florida, Utah, West  Virzinia, 
Rhode Island, Illinois, New Hamp- 
shire, Delaware, and Seuth Care- 
lina. The Segregated returns 
from Illinois have been carried in 
Automotive Daily News for two 
weeks, but these figures are not 
yet available for the other states.

NDER Theodore W. Kolbe, director, the Traffic Viola- 
tions Bureau of Detroit has been functioning in an 
excellent manner. When a motorist violates any of the 
ordinances in Detroit he is handed a ticket on which com- 
plete directions are given as to the location of the bureau 
and the procedure a motorist must follow in paying his 
fine, and the arresting officer sets the court date. In addi- 
tion to this, each officer has been issued a schedule of fees 
to enable him to inform the motorist what the fine at the 
violations bureau will be. The motorist also is informed that 
the fine must be paid within 72 hours. However, it must 
not be taken from this that Detroit is making it difficult for 
motorists from out of the state to drive their automobiles 
in this district. 

Thousands of motor cars are driven from the city every 
day and motorists from other sections of the country are 
dealt with leniently if they violate any of the traffic rules. 

Due to the great number of automobiles owned and 
operated in the city, it has become necessary for the city 
to use strict measures to make Michigan motorists obey 
the laws.

Commisison is to act. 
Representative Carl E. Mapes of 


Grand Rapids, Mich., is the spen- 
sor of an amendment g 
to increase joint boards to com- 
pose three states, on the mathe- 
matical theory that three-state 
joint boards will reduce the num- 
ber of boards that would have to 
be created by the I. C. C. through- 
out the country. 

Representative James E. Parker, 
author of the measure and chair- 
man of the House Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce, 
and members of his committee, are 
fighting for the two-state joint 
board plan. 

The “milk in the coconut” for 
the railroad interests lies in the fact 
that two-state and even three-state 
boards will be unable to function 
efficiently with the growth and 
and largely increasing problems 
among the bus carriers, and that 
eventually the I. C. C. will assume 
the preponderance of jurisdiction 
over most of the bus interstate traf- 
fic of the country. 

The railroad interests of the coun- 
try, which own as subsidiaries 41 per 
cent. of the motor buses in interstate 
commerce, want as much jurisdiction 
as possible imposed in the hands of 
the 1. C. C. instead of by joint 
boards, because control at Washing- 
ton is most desirable and more eas- 
ily obtained in their favor. 

Discussion in the House during the 
last few days has develo an 
amazing scheme, through the pro- 
visions of the Parker bill, to throw 
into the hands of the I. C. C. vir- 
tual domination of the interstate bus 
traffic of the country, thereby in-, 
vading the sovereign rights.of the | 
state utilities commissions. 

There have also developed such | 
overwhelming revelations as to | 
the evils that this proposed tegis- | 
lation eventually would create that 
many members of the House who, 
at the outset were favorably in- | 
clined toward Federal regulation, | 
are now in an extremely appre- | 
hensive state of mind as hew to 
vote 


Within the last three days they 
have appealed to their advisers in 
their home districts as to their 
wishes, particularly as to the desires | 
of the members of their state pub- 
lic service commissions. 

In most instances they have been! 
informed by telegraph and letter 
that the Parker bill does not now 
embody the features that the state 
commissions originally approved of } 
as tending toward good, sensibie| 
legislation and as not encroaching; 
upon the rights of the states. _| 

The proposed creation of joint) 
state boards. whether composed of | 
two states, or up to as many as Six | 
states, as some members have we: | 
gested during debate on the bi 1, | 
eventually would mean the bringing | 
together of state representatives in 
as many as hundreds of state boards 

For instance, it has just been | 
pointed out in the House debate | 
that under the two-state joint board | 
plan there would have to be created 
a New York-New Jersey board, 2 |

Pennsylvania-Ohio board, a Penn- | 
sylvania-Delaware board, a Dela- 
ware-Maryland board, a Maryland- 
Virginia board, a Maryland-District 
of Columbia board, a District of 
Columbia Virginia board, etc., 
throughout the country wherever 
there are various combinations of 





For the issuance of “certificates 
of public convenience and necessity” 
to operators between the states run- 
ning between fixed state termini on 
regular routes, and -for granting 
of permits to operators between | 
states on transient business, as well 
as the settlement of numerous other 
administrative details, boards would 
have to be convened at strategic 
points at all times 

There is no provision in the 

measure for payment of the cost 
and expenses of members of the 
joint boards in assembling, this 
matter being left to the I. C. C. 

Such expenses as railroad fares 

and hotel bills, it was claimed by 
one opponent of the bill, “would 
run into millions of dollars when 
we eventually have hundreds of 
the boards running around the 
country holding get-together pow- 
wows.” 

“As far aS expenses are con- | 
cerned,” Representative Mapes said, | 
“it is agreed that members of the 
board from Michigan, Ohio and Il- | 
linois can get together in a nearby 
city with less expense than a man 
from the _ Interstate Commerce 
Commission could go to these states 
or for less than the operators can 
come to Washington. 

“In order to make this bill at all 
Operative and effective, as far as 


< 


placing this motor bus business un- 
der the jurisdiction of local author- 
ities is concerned, we ought to give 
these joint boards a broader scope 
than the bill now provides.” 

In support of his oo 
amendment, Representative pes 
read a letter from the counsel of 
the National Association of Public 
Utility Commissioners to the effect 
that “the two-state plan will be of 
very limited value in the West and 
is simply not workable in the East.” 

“Out in the Middle West,” Repre- 
sentative Mapes continued, “an 
erator going from Detroit to Chi- 
cago would have to come to Wash- 
ington before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to get his certifi- 
cate of convenience and necessity, 
and after he got it he would have 
to come under the jurisdiction and 
regulation of the commission rather 
than the local authorities. 

“The same thing would be true of 
an operator running from Cleveland 
to Chicago. or from Chicago to St. 
Paul and Minneapolis.” 

Representative Scott Leavitt of 

Montana suggested to Representa- 
tive Mapes that he should not 
confine his amendment to three 
states, adding that the utilities 
commission of Montana had wired 
him that “unless the joint boards 
have jurisdiction is not less than 
six states the measure will not 
help much in respect to interstate 
situations.”

Opposition to Bus Bill | 
|* a last minute attack on the Parker bill, which would | 
create a Federal commission to control interstate motor 
bus traffic, Representative Huddleston of Alabama regis- 
tered his opposition to the measure along lines which were | 
drawn in a recent issue of this newspaper. 
“This bill,” said Mr. Huddleston, ‘‘is a direct attack on| 
the competitive system. The main purpose of its propo-| 
nents is to secure themselves against competition. This is! 
to be secured through the device of the certificate of con-| 
venience and necessity. No bus may operate without such '| 
a certificate. Having secured such a certificate an operator | 
will be able to claim that there is no need for another line| 
on his route and hence no occasion for the issuance of addi-| 
tional certificates. In this way a monopoly will be secured. | 
“Under existing conditions the public is protected by | 
competition from poor service and extortionate charges. By | 
this bill we create a monopoly and subject the public to a} 
system of regulation for protection.” | 
Later in his speech Mr. Huddleston remarked: “It is safe | 
to predict that within a dozen years practically all of the} 
important bus lines will be owned by a few big companies | 
and that it is but a matter of time before the rail carrier | 
interests will have absorbed practically the whole system of | 
bus transportation.” | 
There never was any chance of killing the Parker bill in| 
the lower house. There is a chance of stopping it in the| 
Senate. The division will probably be generally along party | 
lines, with the Republicans for and the Democrats against. | 
There are certain Republican senators, however, who do not 
hesitate to support the opposition under some circumstances,
